Several times recently I ’ve heard 
that t a 1 there is no longer any 
reason for the annual drive to raise 
funds to fight infantile paralysis 
and (bi the National Foundation 
for Infantile P aralysis has so much 
money it can afford to invest it in 
this or that stock or bond and 
leisurely clip coupons. 
These are the facts: 
Despite the most devoted efforts 
on the part of the U. S. Public 
Health Service, state and city hos­ 
pitals, the national foundation, its 
research departm ents, and millions 
of contributors, the dreadful dis­ 
ease of infantile paralysis made ap­ 
palling gains in the United States 
last year. 
The toll of those stricken during 
the year rose to 57.249. topping by 
more than 15.000 the record epi­ 
dem ic year of 1949. More adults 
than ever were hit by polio in 1952. 
One out of every four cases was 
polio of the dreaded bulbar form. 
In 
Milwaukee, 
four 
kids 
in 
a 
family of eight died of it. In Maple­ 
ton. Iowa, 
l l of a family of 14 
children were stricken. 
Last year more than 90.000 vie- 
tims of polio were cared for bv 
money raised by the foundation. 
Toward the end of the year the 
foundation, long since run out of 
money, had to start borrowing 
It 
wound up $7,000,000 in hock, after 
spending $28 OOO OOO for car# and 
research. 
In 
other 
words, 
this 
present 
campaign 
must 
raise 
$7. WO.OOO 
before it collects a cent to begin 
the task of taking care of those af­ 
flicted by polio in th# past years 
and the inevitable thousands who 
will be hit this year. It must raise 
the seven million before there is a 
penny to carry on the research 
which in recent years is slowly, 
but 
apparently 
surely, 
coming 
closer to a cure. 
As the m arch of medicine is 
m easured it has not been so long 
ago that even such a man of means 
as 
Franklin

Roosevelt 
lay 
stricken 
for 
several 
days 
with 


polio while a doctor treated him 
for a "heavy cold " 
It took years to learn that the 
polio virus is associated with the 
digestive tract; years to disprove 
an earlier theory that the common 
house fly might be its principal 
carrier. 
It actually cost $1,370,000 in re­ 
search funds to identify the enemy 
as a 3-headed monster; that is, 
that there are three types of polio 
and 
three 
types 
of 
antibodies 
which fight them. Out of this long 
search for antibodies cam e the 
serum known as gam m a globulin 
which, while it does not prevent 
polio,

ability Mn 55.000 tests* to put an

Basil O'Connor, in a recent talk 
about the latter stride, said "this is 
the first real dent that man has 
been able to m ake in centuries of 
struggle with the disease.

After the 
big smack, the infantry was sup­ 
p o s e to mop up the stunned Chi­ 
nese without any trouble. 
Rut first the air and artillery 
b arrage did not knock the Chinese 
out because of their deep bunkers 
and trenches 
Second, the tanks 
moved too fast and the infantry got 
delayed. Thus, when the infantry, 
slightly behind schedule, got up 
to the Communist bunkers, they 
were Taught in a cross-fire from 
m achine guns. 
Total UN casualties were three 
dead and 61 wounded, most of the

WASHINGTON - The leadership 
in world affairs which the A m er­ 
ican people have been expecting a 
President of the United States to 
assert has come at last. 
The m essage of President Eisen­ 
hower delivered to both houses of 
Congress is a turning point in mod­ 
ern history. 
The words the American people 
have been waiting to hear — the 
policies the American people, by 
a landslide of electoral votes, de­ 
manded in the last election are now 
revealed in outline. 
"We 
have 
learned." 
said 
the 
President, 
"that 
the 
free 
world 
cannot 
indefinitely 
remain 
in 
a 
posture of paralyzed tension"—and 
the loudest applause heard in the 
House cham bers in m any years 
broke forth. Then Mr. Eisenhower 
continued: "T o do so leaves for­ 
ever to the aggressor the choice of 
time and place and means to cause 
greatest hurt to us at least cost to 
himself." 
Then the President outlined five 
basic principles of what he an­ 
nounced as a "new, positive for­ 
eign policy." The details will not 
be published for Moscow’s benefit. 


Will Shift Initiative 


T ie actual 
plans in process— 
which ought to be kept as secret 
as if World War II security regula­ 
tions were still in force—will shift 
the 
initiative 
from 
Moscow 
*o 
Washington. They mean the begin­ 
ning of Nationalist raids by air 
that can break up the North-South 
rail line in China and weaken the 
Communist supply line to Indo­ 
china and force a diversion of air 
units as well as troops of the Com ­ 
munist arm ies from the Korean 
theater to defend the long Chinese 
roast. Many successful raids have 
already taken place. 
Naturally, there are persons in 
Congress who. for political reasons, 
don’t want to see the Eisenhow er 
plan succeed, and they are alreadv 
talking in disparaging term s of it 
even though the President pleaded 
with Congress for a bipartisan ap­ 
proach to foreign policy. 
T e move to lift the restrictions 
on Nationalist raids is a first step. 
Others will follow, It isn't necess­ 
ary to cross all the bridges at once. 
T e P resident’s address to Con­ 
gress had in it some pointed w arn ­ 
ings to Europe, too. It w-as a plea 
for unity and and an integrated al­ 
liance. lo u d applause cam e from 
both Democrats and Republicans 
when the President said: 
"F o r 
the 
United 
States, 
this 
means that, as a m atter of com ­ 
mon sense and national interest. 
we shall give help to other nations 
in the m easure that they strive 
earnestly to do their full share of 
the common task ." 
This is a fateful prediction. Some 
Europeans will not like it, especial­ 
ly those who think American aid 
is a one-way street—all in the di­ 
rection of Europe with no cor­ 
responding sense of responsibility 
for th# proper defense of that con­ 
tinent. 


T e most important pronounce 
ments in the speech were veiled 
in guarded language. Mr. Eisen­ 
hower used what Woodrow Wilson 
used to call the "im plicit" rather 
than the "explicit" approach. But 
there can be no doubt what the 
President m eant when he said h« 
would ask Congress soon to adopt 
a 
resolution 
repudiating

"secret understandings of the past 
with foreign governm ents" which 
permit the enslavement of people* 
anywhere. T i s refers to the Yalta 
agreem ent and tho understanding* 
whereby Soviet 
Russia 
acquired 
certain rights in the Pacific islands 
close to Japan and also to rights 
Russia has claimed in Manchuria. 
It certainly reopens a lot of ques­ 
tions for the peace table if th*"

negotiating stage. Russia can no 
longer figure that the United State* 
has agreed to her usurpations in 
recent years merely because they 
have not been directly challenged.

Serge 
Rubinstein 
continues 
to 
m anage to find courts which will 
stay his expulsion from the United 
States. It is amazing how difficult 
it is for the G overnment of the 
United States to get rid of a slack­ 
er. 
perjurer, 
an 
ex-convict, 
to 
whom it objects. 
Serge Rubinstein wa* born 
in 
the city of St. Petersburg (now 
le n in g ra d ) or the nearby fortress 
of Kronstadt, in Russia, on May 
31, 1908. His father, Dimitri Ru­ 
binstein, was at one time m anag ­ 
ing director of the Russo-French 
Commercial Bank of St. P eters­ 
burg 
and 
of 
several 
insurance 
companies. In 1918, Dimitri Ru­ 
binstein becam e chairm an of the 
Moscow Industrial Bank. He was 
a friend and financial adviser of 
Rasputin. Dimitri, the father, died 
on March 13. 1936, in Zagreb, Yu­ 
goslavia. 
Yet. 
when 
Rubinstein 
entered 
the United States, at Buffalo, on 
April 2. 1938, he claimed that he 
was of Portuguese nationality and 
presented passport No. 112 issued 
in the nam e of Sergio Manuel Ru­ 
binstein de Rovello, issued by the 
consul 
general 
of 
Portugal 
at 
Shanghai. China, and dated J a n ­ 
uary 23, 1937. 


The record shows that Ru­ 
binstein's claim to Portuguese 
citizenship was based on sub­ 
division 3 of article 18 of the 
Portuguese civil code, which 
states that illegitimate sons of 
a Portuguese mother bom in a
